Kcntcckv State .Medic.u. .Societv. — The fifth 
annual meeting of this Society will bn held in 
this city, to-day (Wednesday,) iu the Baptist 
Church, commencing at 12 o’clock M. Tlic Presi- 
dent (Dr. SriLLMAN, of Harrodsbuig) will de 
liver the annual address to-night in the same 
house, at 7 o’clock. The public aro invited to at- 
tend. 

CoNOREsaio.sAi. — On Monday the members of 
the House were sworn in by the new Speaker, 
(Banks,) after which Mr. Cullnm, of Tennessee, , 
was declared Clerk by a vote of 126 yeas to R7 
nays. In swearing in members, the oath was ad- 
minislcied to Oeu Whitfield as delegate fioui 
Kansas. It will be recollected that lie was the 
pro-slavery candidate. .Mr. Grow, of Penn., and 
.Mr. Campbell, of Ohio, gave notice that Gen. 
AV.’a seat would be eontcated [by ex-Gov. Reed- 
er, Frec-soil,] but that they would waive any ob- 
jection to the administration of the oath to Gen. 
Whitfield. The nicnibers then drew ilieir .seats 
for the Congress by lottery. The usual messages 
were sent to the Senate iiniiouuciug the urgaiiira- 
tionof the House, and to the President aiiuuuiic- 
ing the readiness of Congress to proceed to hiisi- 
ness and receive any communication he might 
have to send to it. 

In the Senate there was a discussion upon tiic 
proceedings of the naval hoanl, but no definite 
action. 

When the House adjourned a lesululion was 
pending which declared Mr. Gloscbenncr, the 
present incumbent, .Sergeant-at-arms. 

jD" We publish this morning the special mes- 
sage of the President upon Kansas affairs. We 
have no room for extended comment upon it to- 
day, but we cannot forbear to invite attention to 
the exposition given in the first part of the docu- 
ment, of what the President cousiders the princi- 
ple of the Kansas-Nebraskn act. He undorstands 
tfiat prinple to bo "Squatter Sovereignly” — the 
right of the first settlers in a Territory, while it 
remains in a territorial condition, and at any dis- 
tance of time liofore it comes to forfii n Slate 
coustitution, to exclude the Institutions and slave 
property of the Soiilli from the rommon soil of 
the whole Union. 

When we consider this doetrino in connection 
with the other doctrine held by the wliolc North- 
ern Democracy, via: that slavery cannot exist 
witliout the support of [lositiv c law, and tliat no 
slave ran be legally Iicid in a Territory until 
laws to sustain slavery shall have been first en- 
acted by the Territorial Legislature — we can 
e.asily understand the basis of the declaration of 
the President, made in the (vrcsence of ex-Sena- 
tor Clemons while the Katisas-Ncbraska l>ill was 
pending in Congress, that he was snrprised that 
the North did not as u body ailvocatethe l>ill and 
the South oppose it: uud n y can also imdcrsiaod 
the fiasis of the defense of the ftill which the 
Northern Democracy made before tlieir eunstit- 
uents at home, tfiat it was “the ficst frec-soil 
measure ever adopted in Cougress,” This Pres- 
idential exposition of the principle of the Kuii- 
sas-Ncbraskn law comes very opprepos just now, 
when Kentucky is asked to tlnink the President 
and tho Northern Democracy for its enactment.

Circuin.stauces have occurred to disturb the 
course of governmental organization in tiie Ter- 
ritory of Kansas, and produce there ;i condition 
of tilings which renders it incumbent on me to 
call your attention to the suiiject, and urgently 
recommend the adoption in* you of such measures 
of legislation as tlie grave exigencies of th** ease 
appear to require. 

A brief exposition of tile circumstances refer 
■ rod to, and of their causes, will be necessary to 
the tuil understanding of the recommendations 
which it is proposed to submit. 

Tile act to organize the Territories of Nebras- 
ka and Kansas, was a manifestation oi' tlic legis 
lativc opinion of Congi-csson two great jioints of 
constitutional etmsi laiction : One, that the desig- 
nation of the boundaries of a new Territory, and 
, provision lor its political organization and admin- 
istrarion ns a Territory, are measure.s whieli of 
^ right fail within tlie powers of tlie General Gov - 
ernment; and tlie otlier, that the inhabitants of 
.any such Territory, considered as an inchoate 
State, are entitled, in tlie exercise of self-gov- 
ernment, to determine for themselves what shall 
be their own domestic in.stitulions, subject only 
to the constitution and the laws duly enacted by 
Congress under it. and to the power of tlic exist- 
ing States to decide, according to the provisions 
and principles of the constitution, at what time 
the Territory shall be received as a State into 
tho Union. Such are the great political righw 
wliich are solemnly dcclartxi and aitirmed by that 
act. 

Based upon this tiieory, liiu act of Congress 
defined for eacli Territory the outlines of repub- 
lican government, distributing public authority 
among lawfully-created agents — executive, judi- 
cial, and legislative — to be appointed cither by 
the General Government or by the Territory The 
legislative fiinelion-s were entrusted to a Council 
and House of Representatives, duly elected and 
empowered to enact all the local laws which they 
miglit deem essential to their prosperity, happi'- 
nes.s, and good government. Acting in the same 
spirit, Congress alsij defined the persons wlio were 
: ill the first instance to fie consiifcred as file peo- 
' pic of eacli Territory; enacting that every free 
vvliiie male iiiliabitaiit of tlie same above tlic age 
of twenty-one years, being an netiial resident 
lliereof, and possessing the oualifications liercaf- 
Ur described, slioiild lie entitled to vote at tlio 
first election, and be eligible to any olfice within 
tile 7 erritory ; hut tliul the qualifications oi' vo- 
ters and lioldinif oflice at all subsequent elections 
slioiild be siicli as might b<> proscribe.! by the Le- 
gislative As-ieiubly : I’rovideti, invwever, that tiie 
right III siill'r.ige and of holding oHice should be 
exercised only by citizens nf the United State.s, 
and tlioje vi lio should liav e dechireiloii oalli their 
iiitciitioii to beenttie siicii, and liave taken an oaili 
to S'lppv'i t (lie Constitiitimi of tin- United States 
and tlie provisions of tlie act: And provided, fur 
tiler, tiiat no ollieor, soldier, seaniuii, or marine, 
or other person in the army, oi ri.ivy of tlic Uni 
ted .States, or attached to troops in tlieir serv ice, 
should bo allowed to vote or hold office in ei- 
ther Territory fiv reamn of being on service 
therein. 

SiicIi of ihepiibtie officers of the Territories .as, 
liy tile provisions oi tile art, were to lie appoint- 
e.1 by tiie General Government, iiieliiding tlio 
Ooi ei iiors, were appointed and commissioned in 
due season — tlie law liariiig liceii cnarted on the 
hfftliol .\Iny, 18.54, and the commission of tlic 
Oovernorof the Territory of Nebraska being da 
ted on tlic 2d day of .-August, 1S54, uud of the 
Ter:itorv of Kansas on the Ohtii <lav of June 
18.54. 



'nvoicd in llic convictions of the people ol (In; 
Union, then had recourse, in tlic pursuit of their 
general object, to the cxtr.aordinary measure of 
propagandist colonization of tlie Territory of 
Kansas, to prevent the free and natural action of 
its 'inhabitants in its internal organization, and 
thus to anticipute or to force the determination nf 
that question in this inchoate State. 

Witli sucli views, associations vv ere organized 
in some of the States, and their purpose was pro- 
claimed through the press in language extremely 
I irritating and offensive to those of wliom tliccol- 
I onists were to become the neighbors. Those dc 
: signs and acts had tlie necessary consequence to 
awaken emotion^ of intense indignation in States 
near tlic Territory of Kansas, and especially in 
! the adjoining State of Missouri, whose domestic 
! peace w,is thus the most directly endangered; but 
I they arc fiir from justifying tho illegal aud repre- 
I heiisible counter movements which ensued. 

Under these inauspicious circumstances the 
, primary elections for members of the Legisla- 
I tire Assembly were held in most if not all of the 
precincts at tiie time and tho places and by tlie 
persons designated and appointed by the Govern- 
or, according to law. 

Angry accusations that illegal votes had been 
|K>llcd abounded on all sides, and imputations 
were made both of fraud and violence. But the 
Governor, in the exercise of the power and the 
discharge of the duty conferred and imposed by 
law on him alone, officially received and consid- 
ered the returns; declared a large majority of the 
members of the Council and House of Repre-

iCTMv. CuLLOM, who hns been made Clerk of 
fUc House, w as a Whig loomber of the last Con- 
gre94, and an American candidate for election to 
the present Congress, hut was defeated by a few 
votes. He voted against the Nebraska bill; but 
as ho is, as w*c understand, decidedly opposed to 
the restoration of the Missouri Compromise re- 
.striction or to any further agitation of the subject 
of slavery in any way, we must say that the Re 
publicans in voting for him, as the great body of 
them did, show'cd more liberality than we ex- 
pected from them towards any Southern roan. 

Wc sec that of the National Americana pres- 
ent, Custis, of La., Humphrey AMarshall and A. 
K. Marshall, of Kentucky, and Walker, of Ala., 
voted against him; tho others for him.

^ Among tJie duties imposeil by the net <iii ihc 
Governors was that of directing ami superitUend- 
ing the iK>!iticai org.'iniz.'ilioii of the respective 
i errltories. 'Hie Governor of Kansas wa* re- 
quired to cause a census or enumeration of the 
inhabitants and qualified voters of thesereraf 
counties and districts of the Territory to be lak 
en by stieh person.s and in such mode as he might, 
designate and appoint; to appoint and direct the 
time find places of holding the first elections, and 
tlie manner of conducting them, both u.s to the 
persons to superintend such elections and the rc- 
turTLS thereof; to dedarc tho number of the mem- 
bers of the CouucU and House of Repi'osentti- 
tivfs for each county or district; to declare what 
persons might appear to be duly elected; and to 
appoint the time and place of the first meeting 
o( the Legislative Assembly, in substance the 
same duties were devolved on fl»e (roveraorof* 
Nebraska. 

While, by tins act, tho principle of constitu- 
tion for each of the 'I’erriiories was one and tlie 
s;imo, and tho details of organic legislation re- 
gnnling both were n.^ nearly as could be identi- 
cal, and while the 'IVrritory of Nei>rnska was 
tran(|iiilly and succe.'AHfully organized in the <lue 
comse of law, and its first Ijcgislativc Assembly 
met on tho Ifith of Janu;\iy, 1855, the organiza- 
tion of Kansas was long delayed, and has been 
attended with .«crious difttcnltie.s ami embamiss 
moms. )Mirtiy tho consiquence of local mal ad- 
ministration; and partly of tlic unjustifiable inter- 
fereiice of the inhabitants of some of tho States, 
foreign by rc<idence, interests, and rights to the 
Territory. 

Tlie Governor of Uio Territory of Kiansn.^, 
commissioned, as before stated, on the ^th of 
June, J654, did not roach the desigimted sent of 
his government until the Tth of the ensuing Oc- 
tober; and even Uieii failed to make the first 
step in its legal organi/.aiion — that of ordering the 
census or emuneration ot it-< inhabitants — until 
so late a day that the election of the members of 
the Legislative Assembly did not take place un- 
til the 30th of March, 1^5, nor its meeting until 
the second of July, 1855; so that for a year after 
the Territory was constituted by the ad of Con- 
gress, and tho ofticor.s to be appointed by the Fed- 
eral Executive bod been commissioned, it was 
without a complete government, without any le- 
gislative authority, without IoCaiI law, and of 
course without the onllnary pnarautucp of peace 
ind public order. 

In other respects the Governor, instead of ex- 
erci.sing constant vigilance and putting forth all 
his energies to prevent or counteract the tenden- 
cies to illegality which are prone to exist in all 
imperfectly organized and newly associated com- 
munities, allowed his attention to be diverted 
from official obligation by other objecU, and him- 
self set an example of the violation ot law in 
the perfoi-tnancc of acts which rendered it my du- 
ty, in the sequel, to remove him from the office 
of chief executive magistrate of the Territory. 

Before tin- requisite preparation was accom- 
plished for election of a Territorial Legislature, 
an election of Delegate to Congress had been 
held in the Territory on the I29th day of Novem- 
ber, 1854, and the Delegate took his scat in the 
House of Representatives without ch-aUengc. If 
irrangemenLs had been perfected by the Governor 
*0 that the election for members of the Legisla- 
tive Assembly might be held in the several pre- 
cincts at the Kiirae lime us for Delegate to Con- 
grcs.R, any question appertaining to the qualifica- 
tion of tlie persons voting as people of the Ter- 
ritory would have pa.s.sed iK Ccssarily and at once 
under the supervision of Congress. :*.r the judge 
of the validity of tho return of the Delegate, and 
w'ould have been determined t>eforc conflicting 
passions hati bevome iiifiamed by lime and before 
opportunity could have been nflorded for system- 
itic interference of the people of individual 
Stales. 

This interference, iu so far as concerns it.s pri- 
mary causes and its immediate commencement, 
was one of the incidents of that pernicious agi- 
tation on the subject of the condition of tho col- 
ored persons held to .service in some of the States 
which has so long disturbed the repose of our 
country, and excited individuals otherwise patri- 
otic and law* abiding to toil with misdirected zeal 
in the attempt to propag.ite their social theories 
by the perversion and abuse of the powers of 
Congress. 

Tho persons and jmriieo whom the tenor of Uie 
act to organize the Territories of Nebraska and 
Kansas thwarted in the endeavor to impose, 
through the agency of Congress, their psrtirular 
views of social orgttnizailoii on the people of the 
future new States, now' perceiving that the policy 
of leaving the inhabitants of each State to judge 
for themselves in this respect was ineradictblv 



sealatives “duly elected;” withheld certitic.itcs 
from others because of allogedillegality of votes; 
appointed a new election to supply the place of 
the persons not certified; arid thus’at length, in 
nil the forms of statute, and with his own official 
authentication, complete legality wits given to 
the first Lepslative Assembly of the Territory. 

Those decisions of the returning officers and of 
the Governor are final, except that, by the par- 
liamentary usage of the country applied to the 
organic law. it may be conceded that each House 
of the Assembly must have been competent to 
determine, in the last resort, the qualifications 
and the election of its members. The subject 
was, by its nature, one appertaining exclusively 
to the jurifldiction of the local Ruihoritiei of the 
Territory. Whatever irregularities may Inave 
occurred in t!>e elections, it seems too laic now 
to raise that question as to which, neither now 
nor at any previous time, has the least possible 
legal authority been jiossessed by the President 
ot the United State*!. For all present purposes 
the Legislative body, thus constituted and elect- 
ed, was the legitimate usserobly of the Territory. 

I Accordingly, the (iovcnior, by proclamation, 
! convened tlio Assembly thus elected to meet at a 
j pl.acc called Pawnee City. Th»- two Houses met 
I and were duly organizctl iu the oi'dinarv parlia- 

• mentury lurm; each sent to and received irom the 
I Governor the official communications usual on 
j such occa.sions; an elaborate message opening the 
'session was communicated by the Governor; and 
j the general businc.'id of legislation was entered 

upon by the Legislative A.sscmbly. 
j But, after a few day.R, tne Assembly resolved to 
! adjourn to another plaee in the 'I'crritorv. law 
was accordingly passed, againvt the consent of 
the (Jovemor, but iu due form otherwise, to re- 
move the seat of government temporarily to the 
“Shawnee .Mauual-lalzor School” (or mission), 
i and thither the Assembly proceeded. .\fierthU, 
receiving a bill for the establisbmoal of u ferry 
» at the town of Kick.apoo, the Governor refused to 
'.’iigiiii, and, by special mc.'Snge, assigned for 
reason ol refusal, not anything ohjcctionable in 
ihc lull it=<‘lf, nor any pretence of the illegality 
' or incompetency of the Assembly as such, but 
J only the iact that the .^ss<*rabiy had liy its act 
« tnuisliTrcd the scat of government tom|K>rarily 

• li* 0 (n I’awnce City to Shawnee .Mifsiou. For the 
^ame reason he continued to refuse to sign oth- 

; er bills, until, in tho course of a few davp, he, by 
^official message, comnmnicuted to the A.sscmbly 
the fact that lie ba«i reeeiveil notification of tho 
turmitiaiion of hi.' fiinctionH as Governor, and 
liiat the diitie.s oftheoffice were legallv devolved 
i on tlu- Secretary of the Territory; tlma to tlio 
? last rwignizing the body as a liiilv clecteii and 
; constituted Legislative Assembly, 
j It will be perceived that if any cousututional 
i defect attached to tiic legislative’ act of the As- 
i scmbly, it is not protciidcd to consi.st in irregtilar- 

• ity of election or want of qualification of the 
j members, but only in the change of iu place of 

I ‘Session. However trivial the objection may seeni 
to bu, it requires to be considered, because upon 
it is founded .all that superstructure of acts, plain- 
ly against law, which now threatens the peace 
not only of the Territory of Kansas but of the 
Union. 

Sucli an objection to the proceedings ol the le- 
gislative nssemi.ly was of exceptionable origin, 
for the reason that, by the express terms of the 
; organic law, the seat of government of the 'I'er- 
rilorv was “located temporarily at Fort Leaven- 
I worth;” and yet the tfovenior him.sclf remained 
there tlian two mouth.s. and of his own dis- 
cretion transferred the seat of government to the 
Shawnee .Miiwion, where it in fact was at the time 
I the Assembly were called to meet atl’awneeCItv. 

; If the Governor had any such right to change 
temporarily the »eat of government, siill more 
had the legislative assembly. 'I’lie objection is 
of exceptional origin for the further reason that 
I the place indicated by the Governor, without hav- 
ing an exclusive claim of preference in itself, 
was a proposed town site only, which he and oth- 
ers were uUcmpling to locate unlawfully upon 
land within military reservation, and for pnrtici- 
pulion.tn which illegal act the commandant of 
a |K>st, a superior officer of the army, has been 
diainissed by sentence of courl-rnartiul. 

Nor is it easy to see why the legislative assem- 
bly might not with propricy pass the Tenitorial 
act transferring its sittings to the Shawnee Mis- 
sion. Ft it could not, that must be on account of 
some prohibiion* or incompatible provision of act 
of Congress. But no such provision oxisUs. The 
organic act, as already quoted, says “the scat of 
“Government is hereby located temporarily at 
“Fort Leavenworth;” and it then provides that 
certain of the public buildings there “may be oc- 
“cupied and used under the direction of the 
“Governor and legislative assembly.” Tlicse 
expressions might possibly be construed to imply 
that when, in a previous section of the act, it was 
enacted tliat “the first legislative assembly shall 
“meet at such place and on such a day as the 
“Governor shall appoint,” the word “place” 
means place at Fort Leavcoworth, not place any- 
where in the Territory. If so, the Governor 
would have been the first to err in this matter, 
not only in himself having removed the seat of 
government to the Shawnee .Mission, but in again 
removing it to the Pawnee City. If there was 
any departure from the letter of the law, there 
fore, it was bis in both instances. 



Bui, snbde(|uontiy lo iiiia, a {Hirtiun of tlic peoplt* 
of the Territory proceeded, without authority of 
law, to elect another delegate. 

Following upon this moverneat wa.-. another 
and more important one of the saim' general 
character. Perj^ons confessedly not conslituiing 
the body politic, or all the inhalutanis, but mere- 
ly a party ol tho inliql>itants, and without law . 
have undertaken to summon a convention I'or the 
purpose of transforming the Territory into a State, 
and have framed a constitution, adopted it, and 
under It elected a Governor and otherofficer.'S and 
a Repre.scntative to Congress. 

In c.xtenuation of these illegal arts, it is al- 
lege<i that the States of California, Michigan, 
and others, were self-organized, and as such were 
admitted into the Union without a previou.s en- 
abling act of Coiigres.s. It is trite that, while in a 
majority ol cases, a previousact of Congress has 
been passed to authorize the 'rerritorv to pre.«ent 
itself as a State, and that this is deemed the 
most regular course, yet such an act has 
not been held to be indispensable, and in 
some cases tlie Territory has proceeded with- 
out It, .and has nevertheless been admitted 
into the Union a State. It lies with Congi*cs.s to 
authorize beforehand, or to confirm afterward, in 
iw discretion; but in no Instance has u State been 
adinittcii upoti tiie application of persons acting 
against authorities duly constituted bv act of 
Con^e.«s. In every case it is the people of the 
Territory, not a party among them, who have the 
power to form a constitution and a.sk for admis- 
sion as a St.ate. No principle of public law, no 
practice or precedent under the Constitution of 
the United St:ttcs, no rule of reason, right, or 
common sense coniers any .‘‘uch power a.s that 
now claimed by a mere party in the Territory. In 
lact, w'hat has been done is of revolutionary char- 
acter. It id avowedly so in motive and in aim us 
respects the local law of the Territory. It will 
become ircaaonable insurrection if it reach the 
length of organized resistance by force to the 
fundamental or any other federal law and to the 
authority of the General Government. 

In such an event, the path of duty for the Ex- 
ecutive is plain. The Constitution requiring him 
to take care that the law's of the United States 
be faithfully executed, if they be opposed in itie 
1 erritory ol Kansas, he may and should place at 
the disposal of the marshal any public force of 
the United .States which happens to be within tlie 
jurisdiction, to be used as a portion of the po$se 
eomitatus; and, if that do not suffice to maintain 
order, then he may call Ibrth the militia of one or 
more States for that object, or employ for the .same 
object any part of the land or n.ival force of the 
United States. So, also, if the obstruction be to 
the laws of the Territory, and it be dulv present- 
ed to him as a ca'^e of insurrection, ho may em- 
ploy for its suppression the militia of any State, 
or the land or naval force of llie United Stales. 
And if the Territory be invaded by the citizens 
of other Siatc.«, whether for the purpose of deci- 
ding elections 01 for any other, and tlie local au- 
thorities find themselves unable to repel or with 
stand it, they will be entitled to, and upon the 
fact Ireing fully aseertnined. they shall most cer- 
tainly receive tho ai«i of ih»‘ General Govern- 
ment. 

But it is not tin* duty of tho President f»f the 
United States to volunteer interposition bv force 
to preserve the puritv of elections citlieV in :i 
.State or Territory. 'I’o do .so, wtmld be subvor- 
J^iw-ol public iret'doiit. And whether a law be 
wi.se or unwise, ju’-'- or unjust, i.*^ not a que.stion 
for him lo judge. If it hi* cunstitutionul— that 
is. if it be the law of the land — If. is his duty 
Pi cause it u> be- <*xecuted, oi- to sustain the 
autliorities of any St.ate or Temlory in opeculing 
it in opposition to all insurrectionary movements. 

t)ur system affords no justification of revolu- 
tionary nets: for tiic constitutional means of re- 
lieving the i)copIc of uniust administration and 
law.<, by a change of public agents aud by repeal, 
arc ample, and more prompt and efleetive than 
illegal violence. These constitutional moans 
must be scrupulously gnardeil — this great prerog- 
ative of [lopulor .sovi’ieignty sacredly n^specled 
It is Uic undoubted right ot the peaceable and 
oidrrly people of the Tmitorv of Kansas to 
elect their own Legislative Body', nuikcihcii own 
l.aw>. and regulate tln irown soelal institutions, 
w ithout loreign or domeslir moleatalioti. Inter- 
ference, on the one hand, to pst>cuie tlie abolition 
or prohibition of slave hdior in tlie 'Perritorv, 
h,as piNHluecd roi.-schievous interference, on the 
otlicr, lor its niaiuteimiice or introduction. Otic 
wrong begets another. Statements entirely un 
lounde<l, or gros'lv exaggerated, concerning 
events within the 'I’erritory, are sedulouslv diffus- 
ed through remote States to fec«i tlic flame of 
sfH tional animosity there; and the agitator.s there 
exert themselves indefutigubly in return to en- 
courage and siimul:i:c strife within the Territory. 
The inflammatory .igitalion. of which the pre- 
is but a part, ha.s for iwentv venrs pro- 
duced nothing save unmitigated evil, North and 
Hontli. But for it, tlic character of the domestic 
iu>titutions of the fulnrc new State wouhl liave 
been a matter of too little interest to the inhabi 
tants of the contiguous Stato.s, personal or col- 
lectively, to produce among them any political 
emotion. Climate. .->oil, production, hopes of 
rapid advanceinent, and tlie pursuit of happiiies.s 
on the part of settlers theins*dvcs, with good 
wi.shes, l)ut with no interference from without, 
would have quietly determined the question 
w hich is at this time of such disturbing character. 

But wo are eoiiRtniined to turn our attention to 
tlie circumstances ol emburrassmeiit as they now 
exist. It is tho duly of the peopit* Kansas to 
discountenance every act or purpose of resis- 
tance to its laws, Abovi; all, the emergenev ap- 
peals to the citizens of tho States, and especially 
of those contiguous to the Territory, neither bV 
intervention of non-residenU in elections, nor bv 
iiii.iuthorized military force, to attempt to en*- 
crouch upon or usurp the nuthorilv of the inhah 
Rants of the Territorv. 

No citizen of our cnuiitry should pennilhiinself 
to forget that he Ls h part of ib* government, and 
entitled to be lioard in the determination of its 
policy and its measure.s; and that, therefore, the 
highest considerations of persona] honor and pa- 
triotism require him to maintain, by whatever of 
power or iufiuence he tnav posse.s.s, the intcgrilv 
of the laws of the Republic. 

Entertaining these views, it will be my imper- 
ative duty to exert the whole power of the Fed- 
eral Executive to support public order in the 
rcrrilory; to vindicate its laws, whetlier Federal 
or local, against all attempt.-: of organized resis- 
unce;and so to protect its people in the estab- 
lishment of their own institutions, undi.sturbed by 
encroachment from witliout, and in the full en- 
joyment of the rightH of self-government assured 
to them by the Constitution aud the organic act 
of Congresa.
